—-The department of agriculture, 
summarizing conditions in South­ 
ern states for the week ended yea. 
terday said that while tempera­ 
tures were mostly favorable, over 
the cotton belt, there was too much 
rain in parts of the central gulf 
area in the southeast, with consid­ 
erable damage in some southeast­ 
ern districts. 
In the western part of the belt 
rains were mostly scattered how­ 
ever, and conditions generally were 
favorable. Sweet potatoes, the de­ 
partment summary said, are mak­ 
ing too rank growth in the south­ 
east, but elsewhere are satisfac­ 
tory. 
The drouth in the interior of 
the southeast was effectively brok­ 
en during the week and truck and 
minor crops show marked improve­ 
ment, while generally good advance 
was reported elsewhere. 
Topping of tobacco is becoming 
general in Tennessee and begin 
ning in the Burley «rea of Kentuc- 
ky. 
Sugar cane made mostly sat­

England’s case is far different from 
that 
of 
France. In the latter country, the Americans them­ 
selves have been guilty of bringing most of their 
troubles down upon their own heads. 
A number of 
instances have been reported of American tourists 
using the French franc as we would use advertising 
stickers. 
Such disrespect could hardly be expected 
to result in anything but antagonisms. 
If French­ 
men were to conduct themselves that way in Ameri­ 
ca, we would resent it and the French are as patri­ 
otic as we are.
